EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In claim 8, in line 1 , after "F antenna", add -installed in a monitor of a portable 
computer-.

In claim 15, in line 6, after "ground plane", add -extending unsupported in a first 
direction--. 

In claim 15, in line 9, after "first radiator", add -extending unsupported in the first 
direction-. 

In claim 25, in line 7, before "in a first direction", insert -unsupported,-. 

4. The following examiner's amendment has been made in order to fully incorporate 
previously indicated allowable subject matter into the independent claim 8, and 
therefore place this application in condition for allowance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-6. 8-10. 12-16 and 19-26 are allowed . 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1.8. 15. 25 and 26 . the prior art failed to teach a potable computer 
comprising a planar inverted F antenna installed in the monitor, wherein the antenna 
having a ground plane, a first radiator connected to the ground plane, extending, 
unsupported, in a first direction, and having a primary face approximately parallel to the 
ground plane; a second radiator connected at a first end thereof to the first radiator, 
extending, unsupported, in the first direction, and having a primary face approximately 
perpendicular to the primary face of the first radiator; and an antenna cable connected 
to a second end of the second radiator. 

As to claims 2-6. 9.10. 12-14. 16 and 19-24. t hose claims are allowed by the 
virtue of their dependency on claims 1,8, 15, 25 and 26 respectively.

The Prior Art 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Tai et al (US Publication 2003/0234742) disclose a dual-frequency 
inverted-F antenna comprising two radiating elements, a ground plane 
and the cable connector attached to the second radiating element. 
Kuo et al (US Publication 2004/0174305) disclose a multi-band antenna 
comprising two radiating elements and a ground plane, wherein two 
radiating elements are perpendicular to each other. 
Utsumi (US Patent 6100850) discloses an electronic price label antenna 
comprising two radiating elements connected to a ground plane..
